1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 21-24, 26-32 and 34-43 are allowed. 

Claims 21 and 41-43 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest a pulse generator circuit comprising a clock pulse field effect transistor, a logic field 
effect transistor, a feedback transistor, and a control unit, wherein the control unit configured to 
apply the data signal to the gate terminal of the logic field effect transistor before the clock signal 
is switched to a level that activates the clock pulse field effect transistor such that, to generate the 
input signal, the clock pulse field effect transistor is chronologically activated after the logic field 
effect transistor and the feedback field effect transistor are activated. 

Claim 22-24, 26-32 and 34-40 are allowed because they depend on claim 21.
